HOW DOES ONE CORRECT INJUSTICE? 


Editorial

An everlasting, enduring difficult 
question! Injustice prevails. Remedy 
must be found. But the prescriptions 


proposed by many are so numerous, 


confusion reigns. 

Al Capone, one of the most notorious 
criminals of the Twentieth Century, was 
asked why he was involved in unlawful 
acts dangerous to society. His response 
is one anwer to resolving injustice: “I am 
a social reformer. I steal from the rich to 
give to the poor.” Criminal conduct is 
“in the eye of the beholder” apparently 
just as beauty is. Protests and demonstra- 
tions have also been used to rectify griev- 
ances. Poland through demonstrations 
and strikes, is attempting to reform 
wrongs even at the risk of complete 
domination by a hostile power. Ghandi 
of India and Martin Luther King of the 
United States used a third method. 
They attempted to bring about changes 
and reform through passive resistance. 
They managed to achieve unbelievable 
results. Today, in Ireland, hunger strikes 
by way of passive resistance are doing 
much more than guns and bullets have 
done. Six have died so far with two 
more close to death and the atmosphere 
is so electrified that the Government of 
North Ireland may soon be overthrown. 
The New York Times editor wrote on 
July 27, “IRA is illegal. . . No Irish 
leader, however responsible (to law and 
order!), can argue with a coffin. . . . The 
new minority government of the new 
Irish Prime Minister could fall with the 
death of two hunger strikers who were 
elected to Dublin’s Parliament in June.” 
Potent force! The hearts of millions have 
suddenly shifted to the cause of the 
hunger strikers and their resistance 
through the giving of their lives. 

Then of course there is the prevailing 
and perhaps popular acts of terrorism to 
correct injustice. Hijackings, abductions, 
killings and, you may not believe but it is 


true, piracy! It has become that popular. 
The curious thing is that it is hardly prac- 
ticed, and if practiced, unsuccessfully, 
in dictatorships! Do acts of terrorism cor- 
rect systems? Perhaps temporarily. 

If the words of Christ are to become 
our guidelines, acts of terrorism, violence, 
the use of guns and bullets are not the 
answer. Jesus said to the disciple who 
drew his sword and struck a servant of 
the high priest and smote off his ear: 
“Put up again thy sword into his place: 
for all they that take the sword shall 
perish with the sword.” 

Biblical statements add some confus- 
ion to the validity of the use of terrorism 
and violence to redress _ injustice. 
Prophet Isaiah writes: “He shall judge 
between the nations, and shall decide 
for many peoples; and they shall beat 
their swords into plowshares, and their 
spears into pruninghooks; nation shall 
not lift up sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war any more.” Isa. 2:4 
(RSV) At the highest moments of pro- 
phetic vision, the answer is seen in 
human understanding of the plight of 
man to bring about peace. That is the 
recommendation of the great prophets. 
On the other hand, the minor prophet 
Joel, badly hurt as a result of the cruel 
treatment of the people of Israel by the 
many nations of the world who sold 
them for slaves, maltreated or tortured 
them says, “Beat your plowshares into 
swords, and your pruning hooks into 
spears.” (RSV) With this kind of conflict- 
ing Biblical content, it is difficult to 
negate the use of force; it is difficult to 
convince people passive resistance is a 
good answer. 

But, the history of individuals in clann- 
ish vendettas; of families in blood fueds; 
of societies at war with each other; and 
world wars have had a negative ef- 
fect with the result that neither the at- 
tacker nor the one attacked has won. 
Hence, believing, not nominal Chris- 
tians, find it unacceptable to condone 
terrorism. 

We do believe that the Scriptures 
demonstrate progressive development 
of ideas on worship, conduct, faith, 
God and peace. Similarly, it has a pro- 
gressive development on the treatment 
of injustice. The highest peak of develop- 
ment is reached in the New Testament 
which recommends love as the ultimate 
answer to the ills of the world. Man 
shall live by love if he wants fulfillment. 
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HOW DO 
ADOLESCENTS 
BECOME 
CHARITABLE? 


Parents and other adults frequently 
tell adolescents what to do. On other 
occasions, parents and adults suggest 
what should be done. And finally, 
parents and adults model through their 
own behavior what the adolescent 
should do. Previous studies have 
shown that modeling by adults strongly 
influences charitable and altruistic be- 
havior in children. Generous models re- 
sult in adolescent generous behavior 
while observation of greedy models is 
associated with increased greedy 
behavior. 

This study attempted to affect altru- 
ism in adolescents by a combination of 
modeling behaviors showing by doing; 
exhortation to be generous and de- 
mands to be generous. An elaborate 
experiment was developed involving 48 
boys and 48 girls enrolled in the seventh, 
eighth and ninth grades of a Denver 
(CO) junior high school. Using a pin- 
ball machine and rewards for high scor- 
ing, the children were offered options 
of keeping all or part of their earnings 
and/or donating to a needy children’s 
fund. Some were exhorted to donate by 
a moralistic speech or not to donate by 
a greedy speech. Others observed the 
experimenter being either charitable or 
greedy. And, finally, some were pressed 
by verbal demands to be greedy or 
charitable. 

The results are: 

—Demands by the experimenter pro- 
duced the desired behavior—either 
greed or charity. 

—Exhortation did not produce increased 
donation when the exhorter was 
present. Donations increased when 
the adolescent was left alone to decide. 

—The behavior of the model influenced 
donations when the model was pres- 
ent but not when she was absent. 

In summary, if parents wish to sig- 
nificantly increase the charitable be- 
havior of their adolescents, they should 
demand and model it. However, this 
study did not examine the longer term 
effects of demands, exhortations or be- 
havior. There is no evidence that the 
donation behavior will continue for 
any extended period after the demands 
are made.

EVANGELICAL LEADERS CONFER IN PARIS’ &-! 


A major event in the life of Armenian 
Protestants occurred when eight appoint- 
ed leaders of three church Unions and 
the Armenian Missionary Association of 
America met in Paris for 5 consecutive 
days of business to plan for an effective 
current and future world ministry by 
evangelicals. Two representatives of the 
Stephen Philibosian Foundation atten- 
ed by special invitation. 

The representatives composed the 
membership of a newly-formed body 
called the Armenian Evangelical World 
Council and convened in the facilities of 
the newly-constructed church of the Ar- 
menian Evangelical Church of Issy-Les- 
Moulineaux, a suburb of Paris wherein 
more than 5,000 Armenians reside. 

The AEWC evolved as a result of 
earlier work lasting three years. In 1977, 
the Armenian Missionary Association of 
America (AMAA) jointly with the Arme- 
nian Evangelical Union of North America 
(AEUNA) envisioned a fresh force to 
stimulate the furtherance of the Ar-

menian Evangelical Movement and to 
infuse increased passion into it.

what good old-fashioned confession of 
sin accomplished. I am not against 
counseling, but I am against finding 
easy but ineffective substitutes for con- 
fession.

Sometimes’ it should be done privately 
to God, or before a pastor, or in a close 
circle. But I plead with our pastors and 
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sitated a plan to obtain the maximum 
results and therefore imposed a mandate 
upon the leadership to think and pray 
for greater effectiveness in the ministries 
performed.” 

The World Conference itself had the 
following five-fold purpose: 


1. To bring clergy and lay church lead- 
ers together for consultation on the 
Status of the Armenian Evangelical 
Movement. 

2. To study and pray together to recap- 
ture the inspiration which led us to 
Our commitment to the Kingdom of 
God. 

3. To evaluate, plan, and act upon 
ways and means of making our 
Christian testimony more Biblical, 
dynamic and soul-winning. 

4. To strengthen the base of our mis- 
Sionary outreach by making the 
AMAA the missionary arm of all Ar- 
menian Evangelical Churches in the 
Diaspora. 

5. To seek the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit for the “revitalization and 
growth” of our Armenian Evangelical 
Movement. 

The June 25-28, 1978 World Confer- 
ence held in Haverford, Pennsylvania 
was both a unique one and a successful 
one as well. Never before had there 
been such an august assemblage of Ar- 
menian Evangelical leadership from 
seven different countries of the world: 
there were 126 representatives in all, 44 
clergymen and 82 laymen. The World 
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With Pastor Yeremian at the Alfortville

Conference solemnly considered a re- 
evaluation of the reality of Armenian 
Evangelicalism in its various fields of 
endeavor. This Conference prepared to 
launch an extensive plan to enter into all 
the substantive areas of our national life, 
with a view to exercising a wider impact 
upon life which the Armenian Evangeli- 
cal witness is summoned and commis- 
sioned to redeem. 

The recorded residue of the two-day 
World Conference was turned over to a 
Master Plan Committee of 13 in the per- 
sons of:

Their recommendations led to the 
founding of the Armenian Evangelical 
World Council and their suggestions of 
major topics to be discussed became the 
basis of the deliberations of the Council. 

The Council, having met and delib- 
erated from April 29 to May 4, 1981 at 
Issy-Les-Moulineaux, released the fol- 
lowing communique as its first official 
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act which provides the direction in 
which Armenian Protestants will move: 

“The Armenian Evangelical World 
Council met as a formative body from 
April 29 to May 4, 1981, at the Armenian 
Evangelical Church of Issy-Les-Mouli- 
neaux, Paris, France. This was in fulfill- 
ment of the mandate given by the First 
World Conference of Armenian Evan- 
gelicals held in Philadelphia, June 26- 
28, 1978. 

“The Armenian Evangelical Move- 
ment took shape at the founding of the 
First Armenian Evangelical Church in 
Pera, Istanbul, 135 years ago, on July 
1, 1846. In view of their dispersion 
throughout the world following the First 
World War, various efforts have been 
made in recent years to consolidate and 
unify the life and mission of Armenian 
Evangelicals. Therefore, the Council 
reaffirmed the particular calling of Ar- 
menian Evangelical churches, Unions 
and organizations to work together in 
unity to bear witness to the mighty acts 
of God in Jesus Christ and proclaim His 
Gospel to all mankind. More specifical- 
ly, the Council proposed to its constituting 
bodies a structure for its corporate activity. 
It set up task forces to deal with areas of 
common concern, such as: mission and 
evangelism, Christian education, records 
and archives, theology, and inter-church 
relations. 

“Subject to the ratification of the pro- 
posed Constitution and Bylaws by the 
constituting bodies, authorizing the 
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Worshippers at the Joint Communion Worship Service at the Issy-Les-Moulineaux Church. 


Council to be the corporate expression 
of the ongoing life of the Armenian 
Evangelical Movement in the world, the 
delegates agreed to call the first official 
meeting of the Council in the Fall of 
1982, preferably in Paris, France.

THE INSOLUBLE TRAGEDY OF LEBANON 


An innocent victim of the “unnamed tragedy of Lebanon” and family in an Air Raid shelter. 


The thunder of the artilleries of the 
warring Syrian peace-keeping forces 
and the Phalangist fighters had barely 
subsided in the suburbs of Beirut and 
Zahle after a shaky ceasefire agreement 
when on a hot summer day in early July 
the capital of the war-ravaged Lebanon 
shook again with the roar of fighters, 
bombers, anti-arcraft artillery and rockets. 
When the “savagery,” as it was referred 
to by a local newspaper, ended more 
than 400 innocent Lebanese civilians 
were dead and 800 wounded, all vic- 
tims of the first foray of a long series of 
Israeli air raids against the Lebanese 
capital. The foray which was said to be 
the bloodiest air raid against an Arab 
city in the 33-year old Israeli-Arab con- 
flict, soon triggered a full-scale shooting 
war between the Palestinian Freedom 
Fighters and the Israeli Army in South 
Lebanon. As on the subsequent days, 
the Israelis continued their assaults from 
the air, land and sea against “terrorist 
bases within civilian concentrations,” 
Palestinian camps, bridges, Muslim 
towns and strategic points in all parts of 
the Lebanese territory; the Palestinian 


Forces also intensified their retaliatory — 


strikes pounding the Israeli border 
towns and settlements with rockets and 
artillery shells across the border. 

The furious attacks and counterattacks 
between the Israelis and the Palestinians 


which threatened to trigger a new full- 
scale war in the Middle East, were 
finally halted mainly through the recon- 
ciliatory efforts of the U.S. Special En- 
voy, Mr. Philip Habib, in th latter part of 
July. By that time, however, at least 
600 innocent civilians died and more 
than 1,000 were wounded, entire quar- 
ters, bridges and roads were destroyed, 
and thousands of people were left 
homeless in Lebanon. 

The Armenian Quarters were not hit 
or directly affected during these raids. 
People went about their normal activi- 
ties and sought refuge in shelters only 
during the air raids against Beirut. 

Our schools, which were reopened 
after the cease-fire agreement between 
the Syrian and Phalangist forces, were 
closed right after the first Israeli raid 
against Beirut. Thus, hundreds of chil- 
dren and youth were forced to leave 
their school year incomplete and live 
with the painful feeling of uncertainty 
and disillusionment. Since the schools 
did not have the chance to collect the 
last quarter’s tuition of their students, 
they were all plunged into a serious 
financial problem. In some cases pay- 
ment of teachers’ salaries were delayed 
as long as four months. Towards the 
end of June most of the schools weré 
reopened with the hope of completing 
their teaching program of the year. 

Fortunately, the latest violence did 
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not cause heavy casualties of physical 
and material damage to our fellow Ar- 
menians. Nevertheless, they accentuated 
the anxieties and problems our compat- 
riots have been experiencing almost 
regularly since the outbreak of the war 
in Lebanon, in 1974. Unemployment, 
incredibly high prices of edible and con- 
sumer goods, fears, death, destruction, 
uncertainty have been and still are the 
lot of our fellow Armenians in Lebanon. 
Consequently, they covet our prayers, 
solidarity, Christian love and financial 
support more than ever. 

In view of the urgent appeals made 
by the leaders of the Armenian com- 
munity in Lebanon, the AMAA is res- 
ponding in its usual manner by doubling 
the amount of its financial commitment 
for Lebanon Relief for the fiscal year 
1981-82 which began on August 1, 
1981. This commitment, though a 
heavy one for the AMAA due to the 
many other obligations it has, is vitally 
necessary for the survival of our fellow 
Armenians who through no fault of their 
own have been subjected to the horrors 
of war and the devastation and poverty 
it brings with it. The response of the 
AMAA, as always, is based upon the 
assurance that god will provide the 
necessary funds through its loyal sup- 
porters and friends without whose help 
support to others could not be extended.

not wished to go public on this matter 

because, so far as it has been established, 

it is an internal matter and we trust the 

courts will follow due process. But, 

because Armenian papers wrote about 
the incident and provided wrong infor- 
mation, it was thought advisable to 
touch upon the subject lightly. He has 
an able lawyer defending him and the 
latest news is that there are glimmers of 
hope for his release. 

The important thing for our public to 
know is that the work of the Home and 
the Tousla Camp are carried on under 
the leadership of Hrant Dink. The trea- 
surer of the AMAA, Mr. Edward Janjig- 
ian, authorized funds to be sent for the 
needs of the Camp and those of Guzel- 
yan. Further funds will be needed for 
the needs in Istanbul and benevolent in- 
dividuals are encouraged to make sub- 
stantial donations for the cause. 


AEUNA EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 
The AEUNA Executive Council met 

in Toronto, Canada at the Toronto 
Bible College between June 25-28. It 
was a most productive meeting and the 
fellowship together with the officers and 
department heads of the Union was 
most cordial. A few of the joint concerns 
were the following: 

1. The training of ministerial candidates. 
The AMAA pledged to assist five 
ministerial candidates in the United 
States and Canada who are under 
the care of the AEUNA in addition 
to six other ministerial candidates it 
supports in the United States and 
Lebanon. 

2. The 3-year program of Wills & Be- 
quests for the purpose of educating 
our evangelical membership to the 
need of making Wills and the necessity 
of remembering the church, the Union 
and the AMAA in Wills was reviewed. 
There have been some negative 
criticisms that there has been too 
much mailing of materials, but it was 
unanimously agreed that we must 
proceed and complete the 3-year 
program we have contracted with 
Robert Sharpe & Co. 

3. Another mutual concern was the 
financial well-being of the ministers 
of churches and unions. As a result 
of the recommendation of the Ar- 
menian Evangelical World Confer- 


ence of 1978, the AMAA began to 
work on a new ministerial pension 
fund which would provide better re- 
turns than the former Pension Fund 
which gives a very small return. The 
AMAA had earlier voted approval 
of the new program and the AEUNA 
Council voted approval as well so 
that by October, 1981 the new minis- 
terial Retirement Program will be 
put into effect. The basic terms are 
that churches will provide $500 a 
year for each of their pastors, the 
pastors, $300 each and the AMAA 
$200, making it possible to have a 
saving of $1,000 a year for each 
pastor. If the program is put into ef- 
fect, and interest rates hold to about 
10%, it is anticipated that each 
ministers’ fund will be doubled every 
6-7 years. There will also be a life in- 
surance policy for each minister in- 
cluded with the pension plan. 
We are thankful to God that the AMAA 
has achieved strength to be able to im- 
prove upon the older pension plan. 


NEAR EAST SCHOOL OF 
THEOLOGY (N.E.S.T.) 

In spite of the continuing violence 
and heavy fighting in Lebanon, the 
Near East School of Theology was able 
to complete its teaching program for the 
1980-81 academic year. The com-

good-sized audience in attendance. 

Three of the five graduates who 

earned their Bachelor Degrees in Chris- 
tian Education were Armenians. These 
graduates were: The Misses Nairi Karjian 
(Beirut, Lebanon), Houry Aposhian 
(Beirut, Lebanon) and Santukhd Hadjian 
(Amman, Jordan). 

The NEST has provided theological 
training for the majority of our ministers 
and religious workers in the Middle East 
and North America. Currently, 11 Ar- 
menian students are enrolled at the 
School and are being trained for the 
ministry. The AMAA is lending financial 
support towards the education of two of 
these who will be working in th field of 
Iran after their graduation in 1983 and 
will probably provide for two more. 


U. S. CHURCH LIFE 

The AMAA/AEUNA relationship is 
based on a mutual and equal sharing of 
burdens and aspirations. AMAA’s 
evangelistic mission and Christian trust 
is carried on by the churches, with the 
help of the AMAA when necessary for 
special programs, evangelism and social 
service. Out of this cooperative attitude, 
respect has developed for each other. 
Each party is very gratified with the re- 
sults of endeavors on behalf of the King- 
dom of God. 


CALVARY ARMENIAN CONGRE- 
GATIONAL CHURCH RELOCA- 
TION PROJECT 

The Calvary Church in San Francisco 
purchased land, sold its former church 
and is ready for the construction of a 
new sanctuary. The AEUNA has pledged 
a loan of $50,000 for the project and 
the AMAA $100,000. It is very gratifying 
to know that support is flowing from 
everywhere and the last effort for fund- 
raising was on June 7, 1981 when an 
additional $100,000 were raised over 
and above prior pledges of $250,000. 
The Rev. G.D. Minassian was the 
speaker at the banquet and, on expound- 
ing on the topic “Once in Your Lifetime,” 
emphasized the need for everyone to 
pull together so that instead of tipping 
God, all should consider Him to be a 
great Landlord of our lives. He conclud- 
ed his message with these stirring words: 

“Members and friends of Calvary 
Church, we stand today at the gates of a 


great adventure and cause—a ONCE 
IN YOUR LIFETIME joy to share in rais- 
ing another beautiful church building of 
which all of us will be proud. I doubt 
that anyone here over 21 will ever see 
another campaign to move this church 
to another site. This is our one chance 
of a lifetime. We have the spiritual heii- 
tage and support of scores and scores of 
those in this Church who have not lived 
to see this day. They look to us from on 
high. They dreamt and planned, but 
God in His wisdom has decided that 
now you and! must do what they would 
have done had they lived. It is given to 
us the living, the healthy, the wealthy, 
the fortunate, the dedicated and the 
loving, to do the job. 

“One day three fathers were discussing 
their sons’ expenses in college. One 
deplored high tuitions and_ board. 
Another complained of many extra costs 
incurred. The third father said his son 
was costing him nothing. Last June, 
while driving home from college a 
drunken driver smashed into his car and 
killed him, he explained. Then, the 
father wistfully added, ‘HOW I WISH I 
HAD THOSE EXPENSES THIS 
SEMESTER?’ 

“The alternative to the church is no 
church, and no cost. Can we afford not 
to have a properly housed, vibrant Ar- 
menian Evangelical Church in_ this 
community?”
